Krupps Agree to Resume Work, Stinnes May Follow; 
French Hint at Throwing Over the Separatists

DUESSELDORF, Oct. 28.—The Krupps are about to sign an 
agreement with the Franco-Belgian technical mission dealing with 
payment. of the coal tax and delivering coal and certain manufac- 
tured and semi-manufectured material in payment of reparations. 
The contract also establishes a modus vivendi for the resumption of 
work in the great Esser: plant. It is very similar to that signed be- 
tween the French and Herr Otto Wolff on behalf of the great 
Phoenix Company some wecks ago. 

The negotiations with the Krupps were conducted in the friend- 
liest spirit and already are very far advanced. M. Frantzen, who 
is responsible for all negotiations with the Germans, told THE NEW 
YorK TIMES correspondent that it was impossible at this stage to 
give definite information, while expressing satisfaction with the 
trend of events. 

Herr Krupp von Bohlen, who met Herr Stresemann at Hagen, 
has now returned to the Ruhr. When his seven days’ leave from 
jail elapses he with the other Krupp directors will receive a further 
period of freedom, and this will be repeated until the Franco-Ger- 
man situation permits a general amnesty for those imprisoned by 
the French.

DUESSELDORF, Oct. 28 (Associated Press).—If agreements 
with Krupp and Stinnes are eventually effected, it is believed that

Manufactures, of course, consist of cotton and corn 
and lumber and steel and hogs after they have been 
converted into dresses, starch, furniture, automobiles 


and bacon. Agriculture is essential, but we are not 
merely an agricultural nation. 


Nor is agriculture all wheat raising. Consider the 
foliowing figures:

Nevertheless, crops last year were valued at 63° of 
farm product values, so their importance is obvious. 
But what proportion of the total farm production is 
the wheat crop? 


Wheat last year accounted for 6% of the revenues of 
American farmers, as shown by the chart opposite.

“There are two kinds of Zionists and 
Zangwill, far from being an anti-Zion- 
ist, such as some might have supposed 
by merely reading the headlines two 
weeks ago, is more properly described 
as Rabbi Wise described him, as a maxi- 
mum Zionist. What opposition Zargwill 
expressed that night is due to the fact 
that in his judgment what he wants 
cannot be carried out tn Palestine. And 
he ts right; it cannot be.’’ 

‘Zangwill said two weeks ago,” con- 
tinued Judge Mack, ‘‘that Palestine can 
never house the entire Jewish people— 
15,000,000 now living and their progeny— 
and that the national Jewish home 
ought to be a place In which the entire 
Jewish people can be gathered. Second- 
ly, he said that in Palestine there is 
another civilized, or semi-civilized peo- 
ple, the Arabs, and the fact of their 
being there would be a difficulty in 
establishing a Jewish civilization in that 
land He preferred a land, he said, 
that might be almost exclusively Jewish 
in the sense that all the citizens would 
be Jews 

“In my opinion it is not at all essen- 
tial to the realization of the aims of 
the Jewish people that all the Jews of 
the world be gathered in Palestine or 
I disagree with Zang- 
will as to the desirability of the whole 
Jewish people being gathered anywhere, 
and he might agree with me that there 
isn't the remotest possibility of all the 


1ethod of approach for a man who 
claims to be a leader in dealing with 
a serious problem, Nor is it the part 
of one who claims to be a leader to 
e purely negative and destructive as 
is Mr. Zangwill in his address I have 
searched in vain for anything con 
structive in the mass of incoherent 
and tneonsistent utterances. What the 
Jewish people needs at this time Is 
courageous and constructive states- 
ship, not flippant witticisms and de- 
structive epigrams. 

The fact is, however, that Mr. Zang- 
will js not a Jewish leader. He has 
behind him no organization and no 
foliowers. He is responsible to him- 
f alone And I was glad to note 
that his views have been repudiated, 
not only by yourself, as President of 
the American Jewish Congre and 
by the American Jewish Congress it- 
self, but also by the leading Jewish 
newspapers of the country 

The hollowness and meaninglessness 
of Mr Zangwill’s widely heralded 
“message,’’ in which, as some of the 
announcements had it, he would 
vouchsafe a new dispensation to the 
Jewish people, is nowhere better illus- 
trated than in his major complaint 
and warning. I am referring, 
course, to his diatribes against the 
British Government and the leaders of 
the Palestinian movement, who are 
carrying the heavy responsibility of 
furnishing the vast funds that are be- 
ing required from day to day. Here 
Mr. Zangwill outdoes himself in satire 
and invective against the men who are 
carrying this burden, which he is do- 
ing nothing to relieve, but is making 
more difficult by his constant fire of 
destructive criticism and his grotesque 
nostrums 4 

No characterizations are by him 
considered too strong for the manner 
in which, he assured us, the British 
Government has trifled with the Jew- 
ish people. He would have us believe 
that the Balfour declaration, tenuous 
and ambiguous to begin with, has 
been whittled down until nothing rec- 
ognizable is left According to him, 
Great Britain has not kept her sacred 
pledges. The present High Commis- 
sioner of Palestine, who, as is agreed 
by all competent observers, has han- 
died a difficult administrative prob- 
lem in Palestine with consummate 
skill and no small measure of suc- 
cess, is declared by this clever play- 
wright and would-be statesman to be 
an utter weakling and incompetent 
The Palestinian leaders, and in par- 
ticular Dr. Weizmann, than whom no

What one overlooks, an- 
other illumines. Where one flickers, another 
flashes. While one concentrates, another 
explores. 


In advertising, too. 


Two years ago, the American Safety Razor 
Corporation (supreme in the dollar field) 
ran into price competition from the five- 
dollar leaders. It called in its advertising 
agency,—one which operates on the council 
basis. Finally evolved: (1) new quality 
models to make competitors’ “bargains” 
look cheap; (2) price adherence; (3) greater 
dealer co-operation; (4) a new advertising 
theme. So completely did the plan antici- 
pate every step in the competitive invasion, 
that today finds the American Safety 
Razor Corporation in a stronger position 
than before. -
